Taking these three sections of the 
statutes together, it appears that the 
citizens of Lima at an election are 
the only ones who can. 
determine 


what shall ^e done with the water- 
works now and in the future. 
The 


bonds cannot be issued without the 
people authorize it, and the water 
works cannot pass into private hands 
and furnish water to the. city arid its 
citizens without <i v<v.--. of the peo- 
ple.

Sec- 
tion ruvS, revised statutes o£ Ohio, 
authorizes the council to iease or sell 
the property of the city, and section 
2675 provides that the council cannot 
dispose of •water works property with- 
out the concurrence of the 
water 


works trustees. 


It will be seen that these two sec- 


tions authorize the c:'ty council and 
ws^cr ^vorrxS 1.1*1.10tccjs, •.? Tj.i.cj1' s.^j/s^f 
to dispose of the vater -works, but 
section 2434 requires that any contract 
between the city and a private water 
company must be ratified bv a vote of 
the people before it is valid. 


Section 2434 reads as follows: 
"Section iMlU. 
(Municipalities ex- 


cept cities of the first grade, first 
class, empowered to contract for a 
water supply; contract to be submit- 
ted to a vote of electors.) 


Any municipal corporation, except 


cities of the first grade of the first 
class shall have pov.-er to contract
